Five  Short  Years 

As  Hampden-Sydney  administrations  go,  that  of 
President  Joseph  Clarke  Robert,  from  August  1.  1955,  to 
August  31,  1960,  lias  been  a  short  one.  Only  four  presi- 
dents in  Hampden-Sydney's  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
rive  (sic!)  years  have  had  shorter  terms.  They  were 
Samuel  Stanhope  Smith  (1775-1779),  Daniel  Lynn 
Carroll  (1835-1838),  Patrick  J.  Sparrow  (1815-184; ). 
and  James  Gray  McAllister  (1905-1908). 

Yet  these  five  short  years  have  been  tremendous  ones 
in    terms    both    of    achievement    and 
promise  for  the  future. 

This  might  have  been  expected.  Dr. 
Robert  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  well 
equipped  in  every  respect  to  lead  the 
College  in  these  days  of  increased  in- 
terest in  higher  education  in  the 
small  private  college.  As  a  student  at 
Furman  and  Duke,  as  a  professor  of 
history  at  Duke  and  other  schools,  as 
an  associate  dean  of  the  graduate 
school  at  Duke,  and  as  president  of 
Coker  College,  he  had  obtained  an  in- 
sight into  all  phases  of  college  life 
and  administration,  lie  had  the  en- 
gaging personality  and  the  oratorical 
equipment  to  make  a  happy  impres- 
sion on  those  individuals  and  groups 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  His 
popularity  with  alumni  has  made  this 
abundantly  clear. 

Within  a  short  time  alter  he  ar- 
rived on  campus.  President  Robert  had 
become  completely  identified  with  the 
College  and  its  aims  and  traditions. 
He  conducted  the  affairs  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney with  wisdom  and  dignity,  and  brought 
honor  to  it  in  his  dealings  with  alumni  and  the  public. 

There  is  always  danger  in  trying  to  sum  up  the  ac- 
complishments and  achievements  of  a  regime  particular 
by  particular.  Inevitably  much  will  be  omitted  that 
should  he  included.  But  what  Follows,  based  in  large 
part  on  faculty  resolutions  adopted  on  June  :!.  will  give 
a  fair  picture  of  what  has  taken  place  in  President 
Robert's  five  years  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

The  faculty  and  staff  have  always  received  primary 
consideration.  Care  has  been  taken  to  employ  able 
teachers  and  administrators.  Salaries  have  been  steadily 
increased  year  by  year.  Six  new  faculty  homes  have  been 
built  and  others  have  been  renovated  or  "veat'v  im- 
proved. Health  insurance  has  been  strengthened  with 
the  addition  of  major  medical  coverage  to  the  Blue 
Cross — Blue  Shield  plan.  A  systematic  retirement  pro- 
gram  has  been    instituted,   complementing   the    federal 
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social  security  program  with  coverage  by  the  Teachers 
Insurance  and  Annuity  Association  and  the  College  Re- 
t  i lenient  Equities  Fund. 

President  Robert  has  been  alert  to  the  signal  im- 
portance of  good  faculty-student  relationships.  Money 
has  been  provided  for  the  entertainment  of  students  by 
individual  faculty  members.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  have 
set  a  notable  example  by  frequent  entertainment  of 
diversified  groups  of  students  and  others  in  the  warm 
hospitality  of  their  own  home. 

President  Robert  lias  provided  the  initiative  and 
raised  the  funds  necessary  for  two 
distinguished  series  of  history  lecture- 
ships. He  has  also  brought  to  the 
campus  visiting  professors  of  such 
stature  as  Professor  Thomas  J. 
Wertenbaker  of  Princeton  and  Pro- 
lessor  Chesley  .Martin  Hutchings. 

He  has  concerned  himself  with  the 
spiritual  and  recreational  welfare  of 
the  students.  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  Jr.. 
an  outstanding  minister  of  the  church, 
was  installed  as  college  chaplain  in 
February.  1956.  A  prayer  room  was 
established  and  equipped  in  Johns 
Auditorium.  Motion  pictures  have 
been  provided  for  those  students  who 
defy  convention  and  remain  on  the 
campus  week-ends.  A  television  set 
lias  been  installed  in  Johns,  and  a 
successful  paper-back  book  store  in 
Graham   Hall. 

Closer  relations  with  the  Synod  of 
Virginia  have  been  cultivated.  The 
lone-range  development  program,  in- 
augurated during  President  Robert's 
regime  and  planned  to  culminate  in 
the  bicentennial  year  of  1!>7(>.  has  already  begun  to  bear 
fruit.  A  new  library  is  beginning  to  rise  as  the  first 
unit  in  a  major  building  program.  The  endowment  has 
been  considerably  strengthened. 

The  affairs  of  the  College  have  been  conducted  during 
this  period  of  transition  with  honor  for  the  past  and  a 
forward  look  to  the  challenge  of  the  future.  In  his  ap- 
pearances before  the  public  and  the  friends  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, President  Robert's  wit  and  eloquence,  his 
choicely  expressed  words  of  wisdom,  and  his  contagious 
loyalty  to  the  spiritual  and  cultural  traditions  of  the 
College  have  won  new  friends  and  deepened  old  ties. 

Xot  the  least  of  Dr.  Robert's  merits  for  which  Hamp- 
den-Sydney must  be  grateful  is  his  wife.  Mrs.  Robert 
has  been  a  paragon,  a  model  of  all  that  a  president's 
wife  should  be.  Her  indefatigable  hospitality  and  cheer- 
fulness, her  read'ness  to  throw  open  the  doors  of  Middle- 
court  to  entertain  the  largest  or  smallest  groups  or  to 
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make  individual  visitors  feel  at  home,  have  never  ceased 
tn  be  a  marvel  to  the  residents  of  the   Hill. 

"As  the  time  of  parting  draws  near,"  the  faculty  de- 
clared in  its  resolutions,  "we  desire  to  record  our  sincere 
admiration  and  esteem  for  President  Robert  as  a  scholar 
of  note,  as  the  gifted  author  of  significant  books  in  the 
field  of  Southern  history,  as  a  capable  and  devoted  ad- 
ministrator, and  as  a  Christian  gentleman.  Though 
deeply  regretting  his  departure,  we  are  happy  that  Dr. 
Robert  is  to  enjoy  a  year  of  study  and  travel  before 
returning  to  his  first  vocation  as  scholar  and  teacher.  In 
these  new  ventures,  we  wisli  for  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
and  their  family  Heaven's  richest  blessings  and  many 
years  of  happy  and  distinguished  service  in  the  educa- 
tion of  the  youth  of  our  land."'

The  Alumni  Record  in  Retrospect 

It  may  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  alumni  and  friends 
of  the  College  and  worthy  of  comment  to  review  some  of 
the  work  of  the  Alumni  Record,  the  first  issue  of 
which  appeared  in  October,  1926.  It  will  have  been  in 
continuous  operation  thirty-four  years  this  coming  Oc- 
tober. 1960. 

The  Alumni  Record  was  established  by  Dr.  Charles 
W.  Dabney,  one  of  the  most  eminent  of  our  alumni, 
and  conducted  by  him  for  about  a  year.  Then  a  regular 
editorial  staff  was  set  up  and  the  work  carried  on  by 
the  staff  and  its  successors  to  the  present  time.  The 
names  of  the  editorial  staff  and  their  positions  on  the 
staff  have  appeared  in  almost  every  issue  of  The 
Record  since  the  publication  began. 

If  someone  should  take  occasion  to  glance  through 
the  hound  volumes,  he  would  be  astonished  to  see  the 
information  contained  in  the  publication  with  regard 
to  the  College  and  especially  relative  to  the  alumni. 
These  items  run  into  the  thousands.  He  would  find 
sketches  of  prominent  alumni  and  the  various  activities 
in  which  they  have  been  engaged.  Among  these  sketches 
there  will  be  found  those  of  eminent  doctors,  lawyers, 
teachers,  ministers,  soldiers,  business  men.  and  those 
who  have  been  active  in  politics,  with  the  photographs 
of  many  of  them. 

Since  the  College  was  founded  in  1776  and  has  been 
in  continuous  operation  for  181  years,  it  has  passed 
through  a  period  of  seven  wars  in  which  this  country 
has  been  engaged.  Its  students  and  former  students 
took  an  active  part  in  each  of  these  conflicts  and  pro- 
duced many  high-ranking  officers.  Considerable  informa- 
tion regarding  the  part  played  by  Hampden-Sydney 
alumni  in  these  various  wars  is  contained  in  interesting 


articles  pertaining  to  these  men  and  their  achievements. 

The  V-12  Navy  Unit  stationed  at  Hampden-Sydney 
in  the  Second  World  War  received  much  attention 
in  the  pages  of  The  Record,  with  photographs  of  the 
battalion  marching  to  commencement  exercises  in  their 
Navy  blue,  and  the  unit  being  reviewed  on  Death  Valley 
in  their  striking  white  dress  uniforms.  The  fact  that 
The  Record  was  being  published  enables  us  to  have  a 
permanent  chronicle  of  that  important  event  in  the 
history  of  the  College. 

The  reader  will  find  accounts  of  the  various  athletic 
teams,  with  pictures  of  these  teams  and  some  photo- 
graphs of  games  in  action  on  Death  Valley. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  ascertain  the  occupa- 
tions, whereabouts,  and  achievements  of  former  stu- 
dents, which  are  written  up  in  comprehensive  notes 
carried  under  the  head  of  "Alumni  Xotes". 

Of  course,  The  Record  gives  accounts  of  members  of 
the  faculty,  old  and  new,  and  of  the  progress  the 
College  has  made — gifts  received  and  increased  en- 
dowment, with  photographs  of  new  buildings  and  other 
improvements. 

The  first  Alumni  Secretary  was  George  L.  Walker. 
'10,  a  beloved  alumnus.  He  held  this  position  until  his 
death.  He  was,  in  fact,  the  Managing  Editor  (though 
not  so  designated)  of  The  Record,  and  was  responsible, 
among  other  things,  for  obtaining  information  about 
alumni,  compiling  notes  about  them,  and  procuring 
other  data  to  appear  in  the  publication.  In  this  he  was 
ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Marjorie  Cleghorn.  who  became 
his  secretary  in  September,  194';.  and  carried  on  the 
office  work  after  his  death,  obtaining  data  with  regard  to 
the  alumni  and  writing  notes  of  interest  until  her 
resignation  on  July  1,  195T. 

Soon  after  the  lamentable  death  of  George  L.  Walker, 
the  management  was  taken  over  by  Dr.  Graves  H. 
Thompson,  a  distinguished  alumnus  of  the  College  and 
head  of  the  Department  of  Latin.  He  still  fills  the 
position  as  Managing  Editor  of  the  publication  with 
signal  ability,  and  is  contributing  editorials  of  excellent 
quality.  Dr.  Thompson  is  assisted  by  his  wife,  Mrs. 
Leila  B.  Thompson,  who  is  Assistant  Managing  Editor, 
and  a  lady  of  remarkably  keen  perception,  energy,  and 
efficiency. 

Through  the  period  in  which  The  Alumni  Record 
has  been  published,  the  reader  will  find  many  articles 
of  interest  written  by  such  men  as  Dr.  Joseph  D. 
Eggleston.  Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Dr.  Charles  D.  Dabney, 
and  others  keenly  interested  in  the  College  and  calling 
to  mind  familiar  events  with  which  they  were  associated 
or  acquainted  pertaining  to  its  long  and  notable  history. 
Information  which  would  inevitably  have  been  lost  has

been  preserved  in  this  publication.  It  has  been  stated 
more  than  once  that  had  The  Alumni  Record  been 
established  even  twenty-five  years  prior  to  the  first  issue. 
sufficient  material  would  be  found  in  its  pages  to  go 
far  toward  the  writing  of  the  history  of  the  College. 

The  Alumni  Fund  inaugurated  by  President  Gammon 
twenty  years  ago  and  its  growth  and  progress  have  been 
noted  in  each  volume  of  The  Record,  and  the  great 
importance  of  the  Fund  to  the  College  stressed. 

The  Record  runs  through  the  period  during  which 
Hampden-Sydney  has  had  as  presidents  Dr.  J.  D. 
Eggleston,  Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  and  now  Dr.  Joseph 
C.  Robert,  who,  to  the  great  regret  of  all  those  con- 
nected with  and  interested  in  the  College,  has  resigned, 
his  resignation  to  take  effect  as  of  August  31,  1960. 

It  is  felt  that  this  brief  review  of  the  information 
contained  in  the  Alumni  Record  since  its  first  issue 
will  be  sufficient  to  apprise  the  alumni  and  friends  of 
the  College  of  something,  at  least,  of  what  the  College 
has  accomplished. 


Can  We  Hold   Our  High   Place 
In   Who's   Who? 

The  addition  of  five  of  our  alumni  to  the  honor  of 
being  listed  in  Who's  Who  in  America,  elsewhere  re- 
ported in  this  issue,  is  reassuring,  but  it  raises  a  grave 
question.  With  increasingly  intense  competition  among 
the  better  known  liberal  arts  colleges,  illustrated  by 
Harvard's  offering  $5,000  scholarships  to  promising 
Virginia  high  school  graduates,  how  can  Hampden- 
Sydney  continue  to  attract  able  young  men  of  serious 
purpose  and  high  character?  It  must  lie  said  at  once 
that  we  are  not  referring  to  valedictorians  and  summa 
cum  Icmde's.  Fully  a  third  of  the  eighty  alumni  of  this 
College  who  have  been  singled  out  for  inclusion  in 
Wlio's  Who  have  not  been  honor  roll  students.  Some  of 
them,  indeed,  were  "dropped"  by  an  over-zealous  faculty 
or  graduated  mirabiie  dictu.  But  the  evidence  is  over- 
whelming that  these  "leaders"  of  ours  were,  during 
their  college  years,  young  men  of  fine  intelligence,  over- 
flowing energy,  willingness  to  share  their  talents  and 
accept  responsibility  in  a  variety  of  campus  activities, 
and  of  broadly  dedicated  purpose.  Almost  without 
exception,  these  young  men  not  only  found  a  successful 
place  for  themselves  in  the  business  or  professional 
world  but  have  continued  to  devote  themselves  to  church, 
to  civic  progress,  and  to  community  betterment. 

The  answer  to  the  question  we  have  raised  is  that,  our 
alumni  can  greatly  help  by  being  alert  to  the  op- 
portunity of  discovering  in  their  own  communities  boys 
of  talent  and  character,  preferably  in  the  junior  year 
in  high  school.  The  remaining  and  crucial  task  is  to 
interest  these  young  men  in  Hampden-Sydney  and  to 
provide  scholarships  for  them.  Xo  public  relations  pro- 
gram, however  efficient,  can  take  the  place  of  dedication 
to  such  a  task  on  the  part  of  our  alumni  and  friends. 
Ts  it  too  much  to  ask?

The  President's  Page 


Several  years  ago  1  read  an  account  of  a  mine  disaster 
in  Canada.  An  elderly  doctor  with  a  rescue  party  was 
himself  for  a  time  trapped  by  falling  debris.  A  tube 
intended  for  air,  for  essential  supplies,  and  for  com- 
munication was  driven  through  the  earth  to  the  doctor, 
and  yet  it  was  by  no  means  certain  that  he  would  come 
out,  of  the  experience  alive.  As  I  recall  the  newspaper 
narrative,  he  was  given  five  minutes  to  talk  to  his  wife 
before  the  pipe  was  to  be  used  for  other  purposes. 
What  could  be  said  in  rive  minutes  to  one's  partner? 
By  report,  the  doctor's  words  were  calm,  noble,  and 
reassuring,  characterized  principally  by  phrases  of 
gratitude  to  Ids  wife,  who  had  made  his  life  a  happy 
experience.  I  was  glad  to  read  in  a  later  news  report 
that  the  rescue  party  was  itself  rescued,  but  not  yet 
erased  from  my  mind  is  the  dramatic  moment  when 
the  doctor  in  extemporaneous  discourse  had  merely  a 
moment  to  describe  what  was  most  important  in  his 
mind. 

Now  what  shall  1  say  in  these  few  seconds  which  re- 
main for  communication  with  the  alumni?'  Of  course 
there  are  words  of  gratitude  directed  at  those  numerous 
alumni  who  have  given  me  messages  of  encouragement 
throughout  the  past  five  years,  and  particularly  at  those 
stout  and  unselfish  individuals  who  during  the  pres- 
sure of  financial  campaigns  have  sacrificed  their  busi- 
nesses and  their  leisure  time  to  help  in  these  all- 
important  enterprises.  Thus  in  feeble  imitation  of  the 
Canadian  doctor  in  the  mining  disaster,  I  would  first 
present  the  theme  of  personal  thankfulness  to  alumni 
who  have  given  comfort  and  aid. 

But  1  would  enlarge  the  topic  to  include  a  reminder 
of  gratitude  owed  by  the  once-student  to  a  great  institu- 
tion which  teeters  on  the  brink  of  a  chasm  called 
mediocrity  into  which  it  will  surely  fall  if  it  is  neglected 
by  its  friends.  Forgive  me  if  I  remind  you  that  financial 
support  for  the  college  year  in  and  year  out  comes  from 
only  about  three  out  of  ten  alumni.  (And  how  I  regret 
the  necessity  of  bringing  forth  the  annoying  word 
m-o-n-e-y!)  Let  us  put  the  figures  in  reverse:  seven  out 
of  ten  alumni,  in  this  era  of  unparalleled  national 
prosperity,  simply  refuse  to  remit  even  a  postage  stamp 
to  the  college  which  freely  gave  its  resources  from  ac- 
cumulated  endowment   and   annual  benevolences. 

These  are  times  of  sti'ess  and  change  in  the  educa- 
tional world.  Every  college  must  be  alert  to  its  com- 
plex responsibilities.  Today  the  device  of  taxation 
readily  funnels  into  our  public  institutions  the  dollars 
needed  for  maintenance  and  for  capital  improvements. 
I  might  add  that  the  giant  private  universities,  with 
their  elaborate  fund-raising  organizations  directed  at 
their  wealthy  alumni,  raise  tens  of  millions.  Founda- 
tion support  and  research  contracts  gravitate  naturally 
to  the  large  enter] irises. 


Voluntary  philanthropy  is  the  only  resource  of  the 
private  colleges  such  as  Hampden-Sydney.  We  want 
neither  state  nor  federal  appropriations.  In  the  area  of 
private  philanthropy  there  are  formidable  competitors 
nowadays  in  the  preparatory  schools,  hospitals,  and 
museums  as  well  as  some  of  the  tax-supported  universi- 
ties which  are  beginning  to  make  vigorous  appeals  for 
gifts.  Again  I  say  that  the  supporters  of  the  private 
colleges  cannot  afford  to  be  negligent.  They  must  labor 
and  that  right  early. 

Complacency  is  a  disease  certainly  not  eradicated  by 
the  fumes  of  oratory.  But  affection,  interest,  knowledge 
will  create  imperatives  which  leave  no  room  for  com- 
placency. And  we  must  not  be  inflexible  as  to  our 
internal  structure  and  techniques  of  instruction. 
Judicious  self-analysis  is  the  hallmark  of  the  mature 
institution.  Surely  we  are  a  part  of  this  world  and  we 
must  be  alert  to  its  changing  needs.  When  Samuel 
Stanhope  Smith  pressed  for  a  seminary  of  learning  in 
the  upper  part  of  Virginia,  he  was  not  merely  bent  on 
duplicating  the  College  of  Xew  Jersey.  He  yearned  to 
satisfy  the  demands  of  the  time  and  the  territory.  At 
all  costs  Hampden-Sydney  College  must  preserve  the 
trait  of  excellence.  As  you  have  heard  me  say  many 
times,  the  character  of  a  college  is  set  by  its  faculty. 
We  must  hold  to  the  tradition  of  good  teaching.  To 
insure  the  continued  alertness  of  the  professors,  we 
should  keep  their  financial  worries  at  a  minimum  and 
soon  develop  a  system  of  subsidized  leaves  for  study  and 
self-improvement.  If  necessary  we  must  go  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth  to  obtain  whatever  we  should  have  to  main- 
tain Hampden-Sydney  as  a  high-quality  institution,  as 
a  school  which  achieves  the  ancient  and  the  great  ob- 
jectives of  the  complete  man.  body,  soul,  and  mind. 

Please  give  me  the  privilege  of  ending  with  a  text,  a 
text  brilliantly  presented  by  our  chaplain.  Dr.  Lacy. 
Many  months  ago  in  a  chapel  service.  Dr.  Lacy  most 
effectively  compared  the  imperatives  to  love  in  the  Old 
and  Xew  Testaments.  In  a  climatic  injunction  Jesus 
took  the  ancient  verse  from  Deuteronomy,  added  the 
word  mind,  and  the  new  directive  became  "You  shall 
love  the  Lord  your  Cod  with  all  your  heart,  and  with  all 
your  soul,  and  with  all  your  strength,  and  with  all  your 
mind."  In  a  college  such  as  Hampden-Sydney  this  is 
our  peculiar  assignment,  to  worship  God  with  our 
minds. 

Thank  you  all !  With  an  investment  of  five  years  here 
on  the  Hill  I  shall  never  divest  myself  of  these  treasured 
memories  and  warm  friendships.

Baccalaureate   Sunday 

"There  are  three  great  decisions  a  man  must  make 
in  life,"  asserted  the  Eeverend  F.  Wellford  Hobbie, 
speaking  to  the  Hampden-Sydney  seniors  in  their  bac- 
calaureate exercises  on  Sunday,  June  5.  He  used  as  his 
text,  "Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  its  right- 
eousness." Mr.  Hobbie  is  minister  of  the  Howard  Me- 
morial  Presbyterian  Church  of  Tarboro,  N.   C. 

The  first  decision  a  man  must  make,  he  said,  is  about 
God.  "There  is  a  restlessness  of  man  for  God  which  is 
seen  not  just  in  the  philosopher  nor  in  the  theologian, 
but  in  the  life  of  every  man.  Each  one  of  us  is  going  to 
meet  this  restlessness  with  a  God — either  a  childish 
concept  which  is  unable  to  bear  the  assaults  of  life,  or 
an  impersonal,  unfeeling,  mechanistic  concept  which 
also  is  unable  to  meet  the  challenge  of  life.  To  find 
Jesus  is  to  find  a  God  that  is  able  to  meet  the  deepest 
needs  of  life. 

"The  second  great  decision  is  the  decision  about  your 
vocation.  Most  of  you  here  have  already  chosen  the 
direction  of  your  life's  purpose,  and  you  have  thought 
— 'if  I  but  attain  this  position,  then  life's  deepest  hap- 
piness will  be  mine.'  But  what  this  text  says  is  that 
this  will  lie  true  only  if  Christ  is  present  and  lias  been 
faced  first.  One  of  the  greatest  losses  in  the  life  of  men 
today  is  the  loss  of  a  sense  of  purposefulness  and  ac- 
complishment in  their  daily  labor.  It  is  in  seeking  and 
finding  Christ  that  we  find  the  meaning  or  purpose  of 
life. 

"The  third  great  decision  is  the  decision  about  your 
mate.  Here  again,  a  great  many  of  you  have  made  this 
decision.  .  .  .  But  this  needs  to  be  said — for  your  family 
life  together  to  be  complete.  Christ  must  be  there. 
Someone  must  stand  at  the  center  of  your  marriage, 
and  this  Someone  must  be  Christ."

The   Commencement  Address 

"The  area  of  human  nature  and  human  relations 
is  the  unique  characteristic  of  the  twentieth  century." 
declared  David  L.  Luke,  president  of  the  West  Virginia 
Pulp  and  Paper  Company,  in  speaking  to  the  graduates 
on  Monday  morning.  Though  great  advances  have  been 
made  in  the  pure  and  applied  sciences  in  this  century. 
he  said,  even  greater  progress  may  lie  ahead  in  the 
social  sciences  dealing  with  our  understanding  of  human 
behavior. 

"As  we  gain  more  knowledge  of  human  nature, 
another  Albert  Einstein  may  come  along  to  show  that  in 
people,  too,  E  equals  MC2.  If  that  happens,  we  may 
develop  an  energy  release  in  human  beings  as  spectac- 
ular as  that  which  we've  seen  in  the  area  of  atomic 
fission  and   fusion." 

Underscoring  the  importance  of  understanding  hu- 
man behavior,  Mr.  Luke  said  thai  "if  we  stop  to  think 
about  it.  we  will  realize  that  all  work  is  dime  by  and 
for  people,  that  most  of  our  troubles,  must  of  our 
problems,  as  well  as  most  of  our  happiness,  come  from 
people." 


The  words  of  the  French  novelist,  Emile  Zola,  "to 
plant  a  tree,  to  have  a  child,  to  write  a  book,"  were 
offered  by  Mr.  Luke  as  a  guide  the  seniors  could  use 
in  the  years  ahead.  He  said  they  could  "plant  a  tree'"  in 
the  sense  of  enriching  the  resources  of  their  community 
and  country  through  their  life's  work;  they  could  "have 
a  child"  by  creating  something  worthwhile,  nurturing  it 
with  care  and  devotion,  and  giving  it  the  stamp  of  their 
personality ;  and  they  could  "write  a  book"  in  the  daily 
record  of  deeds  and  accomplishments  at  work  and  at 
home.  The  preface  and  the  introduction  to  their  book 
had  already  been  written.  "Consider  wisely  what  you 
add  in  the  future,"  he  concluded,  "as  it  will  be  read 
by  all  those  with  whom  you  come  into  contact  as  you  go 
down  the  road  of  life."

The    Valedictory    Address 

A  short  theme  written  for  freshman  English  was 
printed  in  the  January  195?  issue  of  The  Record. 
It  was  entitled  "What  Is  Hampden-Sydney ?",  and  it 
received  much  favorable  comment. 

On  June  6,  1960,  that  freshman  of  1956-51  stood  on 
the  platform  of  Johns  Auditorium  to  deliver  the  vale- 
dictory for  his  class.  He  was  William  Charles  Doughty 
of  Willis  Wharf,  Ya.,  graduating  with  a  four-year 
average  of  97. U.  the  highest  in  modern  times.  As  he 
said  farewell,  he  spoke  of  Hampden-Sydney  tradition: 

".  .  .  Each  of  us  will  miss  the  ways  of  life  to  which 
we  have  grown  accustomed  at  Hampden-Sydney;  for 
no  one  can  spend  the  better  part  of  four  years  at  a 
school  without  having  become  in  a  sense  a  part  of  it 
and  it  a  part  of  him.  Because  of  this  sense  of  associa- 
tion with  Hampden-Sydney,  we  each  have  become  in- 
terested in  her  welfare  and  iii  her  future.  We  have  be- 
come established  in  what  is  called  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Tradition. 

'"The  word  tradition  has  perhaps  been  overworked 
in  describing  Hampden-Sydney  customs  and  ways  of 
doing  things.  The  dictionary  defines  tradition  as  a  'long 
established  and  generally  accepted  custom,  or  method 
of  procedure,  having  almost  the  force  of  a  law'.  A 
little  thought  will  reveal  that  the  foremost  Hampden- 
Sydney    tradition,   ami    the    which    overshadows    all 

others,  is  that  of  preparing  her  stiidcnls  to  face  the 
challenge  <>(  life  in  the  present  and  in  the  future.  And. 
as  the  past  gives  way  to  the  present,  so  must  customs  of 
value  in  the  past  give  way  to  those  befitting  the  present. 
To  uphold  the  prime  tradition,  certain  others  may  have 
to  he  broken.  In  our  four  years  here  we  have  seen 
evidence  that  the  changes  in  the  American  society  and 


way  of  life  have  been  reflected  in  changes  in  Hampden- 
Svilnev.  We  have  experienced  new  methods  of  teaching, 
changes  in  the  content  of  various  courses  of  instruction, 
innovations  in  the  form  of  the  establishment  of  new 
ciairses  and  in  the  abandonment  of  certain  others.  And 
I  need  hardly  mention  the  recent  establishment  of  a 
major  system,  one  of  the  chief  alterations  in  the  Hamp- 
den-Sydney way  which  have  occurred  in  recent  years. 

"These  changes,  while  yet  retaining  the  important 
liberal  arts  aspect,  show  a  realization  that  we  must  live 
in  a  modern  age  of  specialization  whether  we  like  it  or 
not. 

"If  Hampden-Sydney  is  to  continue  to  uphold  this 
tradition  of  superior  training  of  her  students,  she  must 
constantly  provide  adequate  facilities  for  them  to  delve 
deeply  into  their  chosen  fields  of  emphasis;  and.  in- 
deed, it  is  seen  that  the  near  future  will  brine-  newer 
and  hetter  library  and  laboratory  facilities  and  an  in- 
crease in  the  enrollment,  all  of  which  trill  enable  the 
Hampden-Sydney  of  the  future  to  continue  to  provide 
her  students  with  the  same  superior  preparation  for 
later  life  which  we  believe  we  have  received. 

"Although  we  see  then  that  recent  years  have  brought 
forth  certain  alterations  m  the  pattern  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  her  activities,  and  that  certain  traditions 
have  been  broken  or  discontinued,  nonetheless  these 
i lifications  are  in  complete  accordance  with  and.  in- 
deed, necessary  for  the  continuation  of  the  one  true 
Hampden-Sydney  tradition.  .  .  ."

The  Virginia  Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges 
distributed  $571,000  last  May  to  its  twelve  member  col- 
leges,  of  which   Hampden-Sydney   is   one.   The   money 
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will  be  added  to  instructional  budgets  for  the  1960-6] 
school  session.  It  is  the  equivalent  of  an  annual  income 
from  additional  endowment  of  more  than  $14,000,000. 
The  Foundation  is  one  of  the  most  successful  of  its 
kind  in  the  entire  country.  The  sum  stated  above 
represents  approximately  a  $100,000  increase  over  the 
funds  distributed  during  the  previous  year.  Statewide 
support  broadened  32  per  cent,  and  now  includes  510 
corporations,  businessmen,  and  trusts  as  financial  con- 
tributors.

Emphasis   Speaker 

Dr.  Bernard  Boyd,  James  A.  Gray  Professor  of 
Biblical  Literature  at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina, was  the  Eeligious  Emphasis  Day  speaker  on  the 
campus  in  early  April. 

Dr.  Boyd  spoke  at  both  morning  and  evening  ser- 
vices and  was  available  throughout  the  afternoon  for 
individual  conferences. 


Second  Annual   Series  of 
American   History   Lectures 

Three  noted  American  historians  presented  a  series 
of  lectures  this  spring  at  Hampden-Sydney  on  the 
American  Revolution.  The  lectures  were  given  in  Johns 
Auditorium  before  audiences  of  college  students  and 
faculty,  residents  of  the  Hill,  and  visitors  from  other 
colleges.  The  subject  of  the  series  was  "The  Winning 
of  Independence — The  Era  of  the  American  Bevolu- 
tion." 

These  lectures,  as  those  last  year  on  the  War  Between 
the  States,  were  made  possible  by  grants  from  the 
Society  of  the  Cincinnati  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

The  first  speaker  was  Dr.  Edmund  S.  Morgan,  pro- 
fessor of  history  at  Yale  University,  talking  on  "Origins 
of  American  Independence."  He  pointed  out  that  these 
origins  were  distinct  from  the  origins  of  colonial 
resistance  to  England,  and  that  they  could  be  found  in 
the  discovery  by  Americans  of  three  common  principles 
— religious  freedom,  human  equality,  and  governmental 
responsibility. 

Dr.  Dumas  Malone,  Thomas  Jefferson  Foundation 
Professor  of  History  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  was 
the  second  lecturer.  He  spoke  on  "The  Character  and 
Characters  of  the  Eevolution."  He  told  the  audience  that 
the  wise,  dynamic,  and  moderate  leadership  of  Wash- 
ington and  Jefferson  could  be  commended  to  our  own 
age,  in  our  own  country  and  in  all  seeking  to  follow 
the  path  they  took  and  charted  in  the  American  Bevolu- 
tion. 

The  concluding  lecture  was  given  by  Dr.  Richard  B. 
Morris,  chairman  of  the  department  of  history  at 
( 'olumbia  University.  His  subject  was  "The  Historians 
and  the  American  Revolution",  in  which  he  gave  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  background  of  the  conflict.

the  "fine  young  men"  now  on  the  Hampden-Sydney 
faculty,  brought  in  by  President  Robert  and  Dean 
Charles  Vail.  ( 2 )  There  are  no  planters  now  from 
whom  the  College  may  draw  its  financial  support,  as 
in  the  early  days.  Much  of  this  support  must  come  now 
from  thi'  churches.  (3)  Homes  must  send  to  college  sons 
who  will  stand  firm  against  immorality,  drinking,  and 
lapses  of  honor.  From  its  inception.  Dr.  Lacy  said,  the 
College  had  provided  an  education  for  Christian 
character  and  life  and  for  freedom  and  representative 
government  which  still  animates  the  institution.

Centennial   of   College   Church 
Building 

This  fall  the  congregation  of  College  Church  will 
celebrate  the  centennial  of  its  present  church  building. 
Robert  Lewis  Dahney.  the  eminent  theologian,  preacher. 
Confederate  soldier  (chief  of  staff  for  "Stonewall'" 
Jackson  in  1862),  author  (biography  of  General  Jack- 
son, countless  other  writings),  and  an  amateur  architect 
of  no  mean  stature,  designed  the  building  in  1860.  He 
was  at  the  time  a  professor  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  (Hampden-Sydney)  and  a  co-pastor  of  the 
church.  The  building,  with  its  restrained  classical  lines 
one  of  the  handsomest  at  Hampden-Sydney,  has  con- 
tinued to  serve  the  local  congregation  well,  with  only 
modest  internal  additions  and   improvements. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  a  special  commemorative 
service  on  Sunday.  September  IS.  Special  speakers  will 
he  Dr.  Frank  Bell  Lewis,  dean  and  professor  of  Chris- 
tian ethics  at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
and  M.  Boyd  Coyner,  assistant  professor  of  history  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  Both  men  are  authorities  on  Dr. 
Dahney  and  the  history  of  that  period.  All  living 
former  pastors  of  the  church  will  he  invited  as  honor 
guests. 

Following  the  service,  dinner  will  he  served  on  the 
church  grounds  for  those  in  attendance. 
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A  cordial  invitation  to  be  present  is  extended  to  all 
interested  alumni  of  the  college  and  to  all  friends  of  the 
church.

Brinkley   Letter    Elicits    Editorials 

The  "communication  from  Oxford"  by  John  L. 
Brinkley,  '■'>'■>.  which  appeared  in  the  April  issue  of 
The  Record  prompted  editorial  comment  in  at  least  tiro 
ilnitjl  newspapers.  Mr.  Brinkley  is  lust  year's  first  honor 
graduate  from  Hampden- Sydney  now  studying  ut 
Trinity  College,  Oxford,  as  a  Rhodes  Scholar. 

fatter  the  heading  "American  Education  Boosted", 
the  Lynchburg  News  ran  the  following  editorial  on  Mail 
.'.  1  in  ill: 

Education's  running  battle  between  proponents  of 
specialization  and  those  favoring  a  broad,  liberal  back- 
ground may  die  away  from  time  to  time  with  only  an 
occasional  sniper  shot  from  either  side,  hut  the  war, 
nonetheless,  continues. 

This  month  two  vastly  different  publications  carry 
evidence  that  no  armistice  is  likely  soon.  One  is  the 
Atlantic,  in  which  Sir  Geoffrey  Orowther.  chairman  of 
the  Central  Advisory  Committee  for  Education,  explains 
the  great  differences  between  English  and  American 
educational  systems  and.  as  an  Englishman,  winds  up 
defending  the  specialists.  Studying  on  Sir  Geoffrey's 
doorstep   is  John    Brinkley,  brilliant    1959  graduate  of 

II pdeii-Syilney    College,    now    completing    his    first 

year  id'  study  as  a  Rhodes  scholar  at  Oxford.  His  re- 
actions to  the  English  system  are  carried  in  the  Hamp- 
den-Sydnev  -I lumni  Record. 


Sir  Geoffrey  admits  that  the  English  system  of 
specialization  is  unique  in  the  world,  but  maintains 
that  "we  in  England  are  in  step  and  the  whole  rest  of 
the  world  is  out  of  step."  At  the  age  of  16,  after 
examinations  covering  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  an  Eng- 
lish student  specializes,  devotes  two-thirds  of  his  time 
to  a  very  narrow  range  of  subjects.  In  his  final  years  of 
university  work,  he  may  study  nothing  else  hut  German. 
or  physics,  or  Latin — whatever  his  chosen  subject  may 
be. 

The  argument  that  every  intelligent  citizen,  or  even- 
educated  man  ought  to  know  something  about  a  number 
of  subjects  in  a  balanced  curriculum  is  rejected  out  of 
hand  by  Sir  Geoffrey.  True  education,  he  declares,  only 
begins  when  a  student  has  been  taught  to  think,  "to 
apply  his  brain  to  the  various  problems  and  opportuni- 
ties that  life  presents."  Specialization  is  Sir  Geoffrey's 
choice  not  because  of  the  information  it  provides,  but 
because  it  awakens  interest  and  promotes  self-discipline 
in  study.  Finally,  the  English  believe  that  being  nar- 
row is  no  worse  than  being  shallow. 

The  impact  id'  this  system  on  an  American  .schooled 
in  one  of  the  few  remaining  citadels  of  true  liberal  arts 
may  he  imagined,  but  it  is  better  to  hear  him  at  first 
hand — Mr.  Brinkley  of  Hampden-Sydney: 

.  .  .  "Thee  are  some  aspects  of  Oxford  which  do  not. 
for  me.  bear  close  comparison  with  what  we  have.  The 
most  striking  thing  is  the  sense  of  unreality  that  you 
"et  here — so  much  is  so  very  artificial,  cultivated,  and 
hot-house;  there  are  all  sorts  of  people  and  activities 
here  that  do  not.  in  thought,  word,  or  deed,  have  any 
recognizable  relation  to  the  real  world.  The  two  things 
whicdi  receive  attention  at  Oxford  are  intellect  and 
social  grace :  the  fundamental  human  and  gentlemanly 
virtues  tend  to  be  slighted,  if  not  neglected.  ...  I  do 
not  hesitate  to  express  my  preference  for  Hampden- 
Sydney 's   (students)." 

Mr.  Brinkley.  of  course,  may  be  "out  of  step."  But  it 
is  also  possible  that  his  Hampden-Sydney  education  has 
taught  him  to  think  and  has  awakened  "his  interest  in 
applying  his  brain  to  the  various  problems  and  op- 
portunities that  life  presents."  Sir  Geoffrey's  views 
have  wider  circulation  :  Mr.  Brinkley  makes  more  sense. 


Two  days  later,  on  May.  If,  the  Durham  (X.C.) 
Morning  Herald  printed  the  following  editorial  en- 
titled "Alumni  on    the   College  Faculty": 

It  has  become  standard  practice  in  most  American 
colleges  and  universities  to  see  that  the  faculty  never 
comes  to  lie  made  up  predominantly  of  alumni.  Educa- 
tors have  come  to  think  that  a  faculty  consisting  prin- 
cipally of  alumni  will  do  for  an  educational  institution 
what  inbreeding  does  to  livestock. 

The  two  extremes  on  this  matter  were  pointed  out  in 
separate  articles  in  the  current  alumni  publication  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  An  editorial  noted  that  about 
10  per  cent  of  the  present  faculty  of  that  institution  are 
graduates  of  the  college.  After  calling  this  percentage 
"a  respectable  proportion."  it  commented  parenthetically 
that  it  is  "probably  too  great  a  proportion  in  the  eyes  of 
experts  in  education." 

The  same  issue  carried  a  letter  from  a  last  year's 
graduate  who  is  now  studying  at  Trinity  College.  Ox-

ford,  as  a  Rhodes  Scholar.  He  reported  Oxford's  con- 
trary practice  in  a  comparison  with  American : 

"It  is  amusing  to  note  that  some  American  schools 
try  to  he  sophisticated  and  cosmopolitan  by  not  hiring 
their  own  graduates  as  teachers  (to  avoid  'inbreeding'), 
whereas  in  Oxford  one  cannot  teach  without  an  Oxford 
degree;  in  fact  the  Oxford  degree  is  simply  a  license 
which  allows  one  to  be  considered  for  a  teaching  post, 
which  explains  the  very  strict  standards  for  awarding 
the  degree.'" 

Advocates  of  the  American  practice  may  point  out 
that  the  University  of  Oxford  consists  of  three  dozes 
colleges,  where  studies  are  pursued,  and  for  which  the 
university  awards  the  degree.  But,  there  is  a  greater 
unity  than  that  statement  implies,  for  the  university 
ghes  the  examinations,  prescribes  the  courses,  and 
operates  the  scientific  laboratories. 

If  there  were  grave  dangers  from  academic  inbreed- 
ing, Oxford  would  certainly  demonstrate  them.  But 
after  centuries,  it  continues  one  of  the  world's  foremost 
educational  institutions,  where  scholarship  has  not  yet 
been  displaced  by  tradition,  as  strong  as  tradition  at 
Oxford  is,  whose  degrees  are  as  highly  esteemed  as 
any  in  the  world.  Oxford's  experience  suggests  that 
American  educators  have  conjured  up  a  bogy  of  in- 
breeding without  sufficient  reason. 


Frank  G.  Baldwin  Honored  for 
Civic   Service 

Below  are  excerpts  from  a  failure  article  on  Frank 
(I.  Baldwin,  '36,  which  appeared  in  his  home  newspaper, 
/he  Rocky  Mount  (N.C.)  Telegram,  on  December  20, 
1959.  The  article  was  written  by  Sunday  editor  Oliver 
Williams  and  was  one  in  a  series  of  "Know  Your 
Neighbor"  features. 

The  attitude  that  community  work  is  a  part  of  store- 
keeping  in  modern-day  America  indicates  the  reason 
that  Rocky  Mount  business  and  civic  leaders  do  not 
hesitate  to  call  on  Frank  Baldwin.  During  the  ten  years 
that  he  has  managed  the  local  store  in  the  Carolina- 
Virginia  chain  owned  by  his  family,  this  Main  Street 
merchant  has  been  handed  many  big  community  pro- 
jects. 

First  as  president  of  the  Merchant's  Association  of 
which  he  is  now  serving  an  unprecedented  second  term, 
the  upcoming  vice  presidency  of  the  [Ciwanis  Club,  and 
next  year's  chairman  of  the  community-wide  United 
Fund  campaign  point  out  the  confidence  that  com- 
munity leaders  place  in  him. 

Much  of  it  no  doubt  stems  from  the  fact  that  Baldwin 
tackles  a  civic  project  with  the  same  executive  ability 
that  he  uses  to  run  his  store.  Just  as  a  quick  dial  of 
the  telephone  closes  many  transactions  in  merchandis- 
ing, civic  work  is  accomplished  just  as  fast  when  Bald- 
win is  the  driving  force.  .  .  . 

Baldwin  is  the  grandson  of  a  Virginia  planter  who 
found  that  the  plantation  could  not  support  a  family 
of  thirteen  children  after  tile  Civil  War  and  left  the 
farm  in  Prince  Edward  County  to  open  a  merchandis- 
ing store  at  Farmville.  Virginia.  Now  in  hands  of  the 
third  generation,  the  small  store  has  grown  to  include 


five  department  stores.  The  chain  is  a  joint  ownership 
of  the  founder's  grandsons  who  manage  the  branches 
and  form  a  board  of  directors  for  the  corporation. 
Baldwin's  father  is  also  associated  witli  the  stores 
though  he  is  now  semi-retired  and  along  witli  bis  wile 
operates  a  ranch  in  Prince  Edward  County. 

Like  his  two  brothers  and  three  cousins.  Baldwin 
gave  no  thought  to  any  career  other  than  merchandis- 
ing. His  early  life  and  education  were  tuned  to  market- 
ing training.  After  an  extensive  education  and  a  Navy 
career  during  the  war.  he  returned  to  the  business  to 
work  in  the  Durham  store.  Later  he  transferred  to 
Lynchburg.  Virginia,  to  manage  the  store  there. 

He  entered  the  Navy  as  an  Ensign  during  the  war 
and  stayed  28  months  in  London  during  the  Blitz.  Later 
lie  was  transferred  to  Miami,  Florida  as  port  director. 

The  Rocky  Mount  store  was  opened  in  1947,  and 
Baldwin  came  here  two  years  later  to  operate  this 
branch.  He  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Kiwanis 
Club  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Frank  Investment  Club. 
Elks  and  a  sponsor  of  the  Credit  Women's  Break- 
fast Club.

Three   Books   by 
Hampden-Sydney  Men 

The  Chubch  in  tup:  Thought  of  Jesus,  by  Joseph 

B.  Clower,  Jr.;  John  Knox  Press.  Richmond,  Va.,  I960; 

160  pp.,  $3.50. 

Dr.  Clower,  associate  professor  of  Bible  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  in  this,  Ins  first  book,  reasserts  the  traditional 
view  that  "Jesus  anticipated  the  Church  and  that  He 

indicated  the  essential  features  of  if."  The  two  disputed 
passages  in  Matthew  (16:18  and  18:17)  which  provide 
the  only  direct  references  in  the  Gospels  to  the  Church 
do  not  themselves  "provide  a  sufficient  basis  for  a  clear 
and  full  doctrine  of  the  Church.  What  Jesus  had  in 
mind  must  be  deduced  not  from  proof  texts  like  these 
but  from  the  intent  as  well  as  the  con/rut  of  his  message 
and  life."  This  Dr.  Clower  sets  out  to  do  after  a  pref- 
atory  sketch  of  Jesus'  Hebrew  heritage  and  His  rela- 
tion to  Judaism. 

It  is  Dr.  ('lower's  contention  that  the  Church  is  a 
community  of  believers  gathered  about  the  living  Christ. 
Religious  experience,  then,  is  not  just  a  personal  matter. 
It  is  corporate.  "There  is  no  warrant  in  Protestant 
theology  for  self-assertive  individualism,  for  'independ- 
ents' who  presume  to  be  channels  of  the  Spirit  in  direct 
opposition  to  God's  leadership  through  the  Church.  .  .  . 
Jesus  appears  as  the  creator  and  living  center  of  a 
redemptive  community  which  is  the  "new"  Israel  ap- 
pointed by  God  for  trie  fulfillment  of  His  eternal  pur- 
pose." 

Dr.  Clower  states  that  "it  is  beside  the  point  to  argue 
whether  Jesus  'founded'  the  Church,  and  when.  ...  In 
a  restricted  sense  the  Church  had  no  birthday.  .  .  .  The 
Church  was  continuous  with  the  old  Covenant;  it  stood 
in  unbroken  continuity  with  the  Israel  of  God  known 
from  of  old.  [Paul]  was  rightly  discerning  the  mind  of 
Jesus  when  lie  traced  the  Church  back  to  the  eternal 
purpose  of  God.  and  identified  its  historical  appearance 
in  the  election  of  Abraham  and  his  seed.  The  Christian 
Church  was  not  new.  yet  it  was  not  synonymous  with 
the  nation  id'  Israel.  It  was  the  same  Church  in  the 
sense  that  God  was  the  same  and  His  purpose  for  man- 
kind unchanged.  It  was  the  same  Church  in  the  sense 
that  Cod  had  not  cast  off  His  people  and  called  a  new 
people.  .  .  .  The  Christian  Church  was  a  new  entity  in 
the  sense  that  God's  people  were  revitalized  and  their 
ranks  re-formed.  The  Church  was  new  in  that  she  now- 
had  a  realized  and  living  center,  a  Messiah  in  fact  and 
not  in  prospect.  The  Church  now  had  a  new  orientation 
and  with  this  a  new  message  and  a  new  experience,  and 
by  virtue  of  Israel's  failure  the  Church  was  recon- 
stituted in  a  new  form  with  a  new  corporate  existence.'" 

At  the  same  time,  "there  is  no  substantial  evidence  in 
the  Gospel  record  to  indicate  that  Jesus  specified  any 
particular  form  of  organization  which  His  Church 
should  take,  or  any  uniform  way  of  expressing  its  con- 
victions. The  only  thing  that  mattered  was  that  men 
should  enter  the  Kingdom.  As  citizens  of  the  Kingdom 


they  belonged  to  a  fellowship.  This  is  the  sine  qua  non 
of  Church  membership." 

The  Church  in  the  Thought  of  Jesus  is  an  excellent 
book  for  laymen  as  well  as  ministers.  It  is  written  in  a 
pleasing  style  and  with  great  clarity.  It  is  not  un- 
pleasantly opinionated.  It  manifests  Dr.  Glower's  ability 
for  forthright  teaching,  already  demonstrated  in  the 
pulpit  and  in  the  classroom.

A    Place   for   My    Head,   by   William    Hoffman,   '49; 

Doubleday  &  Co.,  Garden  City,  N.  Y..  1960;  460  pp., 

$3.95. 

In  this,  his  third  novel,  Mr.  Hoffman,  assistant  pro- 
lessor  of  English  at  Hampden-Sydney,  has  drawn  an 
absorbing  picture  of  the  complex  currents  swirling  about 
in  a  small  Southern  community  of  the  present  day.  His 
protagonist.  Angus  McCloud,  a  lawyer,  is  the  sole  de- 
scendant of  an  old  Virginia  family.  He  finds  himself 
pitted  against  or  involved  with  the  newly-rich  South- 
erner of  lowly  background,  a  woman  whom  he  desires, 
a  woman  who  desires  him,  the  colored  people  of  the 
community,  the  "Organization"  (white  supremacy- 
group  ) .  and  the  race  problem. 

The  challenge  of  one  and  another  of  these  forces 
arouses  McCloud  from  lethargy  and  alcoholism  to 
vigorous  action  worthy  of  his  forebears  until  he  is  over- 
whelmed by  eventual  defeat  and  disintegration.  While 
the  final  collapse  may  be  too  contrived  and  unconvinc- 
ing, the  book  as  a  whole  is  a  gripping  one  that  holds  the 
reader  fascinated  from  beginning  to  end. 

Mr.  Hoffman's  handling  of  dialogue  has  improved 
tremendously  over  his  previous  books.  He  is  a  master  at 
set  pieces,  as  in  the  scene  of  the  school  hoard  meeting 
and  the  fight  at  the  country  club  dance. 

( >ne  of  the  themes  that  recurs  in  Mr.  Hoffman's  books 
is  that  dominating  men  win.  "The  trouble  for  his  father 
and  for  himself  was  that  men  dominated  law  just  as 
they  dominated  everything  else.  ...  To  a  jury  the  im- 
portant thing  was  not  the  abstract  but  the  forcefulness 
of  counsel.  With  few  exceptions  the  most  dominant  at- 
torney won  his  cases,  regardless  of  the  law,  just  as 
dominating  men  won  everything  everywhere." 

To  many  readers  the  relations  between  white  and 
colored  people  will  constitute  the  main  part  of  the 
story.  To  Mr.  Hoffman's  credit,  he  does  not  overtly  take 
sides.  ( hie  of  the  finest  pages  in  the  book  is  that  in 
which  Angus  makes  a  plea  before  the  school  board  for 
mutual  understanding:  "The  point  is  we've  gotten 
along.  We've  lived  here  side  by  side  all  these  years. 
Most  of  you  here  have  worked  with  the  darky,  got 
drunk  with  him,  and  hunted  with  him.  We've  cried  at 
their  funerals  and  they've  cried  at  ours.  We  shake  hands 
here  in  King  Henry  County.  We  stop  to  talk  when  we 
meet  on  the  streets.  I  think  these  are  fine  things.  I'd 
hate  to  see  them  die.  .  .  .  Hate's  never  got  in  before.  In 
spite  of  everything  we've  gotten  along.  But  suppose, 
just  suppose,  hate  did  get  in.  You  know  what  would 
happen  as  well  as  I.  King  Henry  County  would  turn 
into  a  kind  of  battlefield.  It  could  ruin  something  as 
old  as  the  county  itself.  We've  got  to  go  on  living  here 
together.  We've  got  to  continue  somehow  or  King  Henry 
County  won't  be  a  tit  place  for  anyone  to  live." 

The  reviewer  in  the  Xew  York  Times  (April  17) 
summarized  :  "Neither  sermon  nor  solution,  this  novel 
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is  a  moving  chronicle  of  a  time  and  place — a  dilemma." 
A  laudatory  review  in  the  Richmond  'Times-Dispatch 
(June  5)  concluded:  "William  Hoffman  has  portrayed, 
with  unerring,  percipient  precision,  the  characters  and 
characteristics  of  a  small  Virginia  town.  His  hook  is 
heart-rendingly  poignant,  superbly  written,  and.  un- 
fortunately, completely  credible.  With  A  Place  for  My 
Head —  a  work  of  deep  and  compassionate  maturity — 
Mr.  Hoffman  has  more  than  fulfilled  the  promise  in- 
herent but  unrealized  in  his  former  writings."

The  Owens  started  the  Founda- 
tion with  a  substantial  contribution,  and  since  that  time  Mr.  Owen 
has  devoted  most  of  his  time  toward  the  promotion  of  the  under- 
taking. The  new  laboratory  building  and  program  will  make 
possible  substantial  expansion  in  the  blood  research  program  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina,  which  already  has  attracted 
worldwide  attention.

An  almost  completely  new  set  of  coaches  will  take 
over  the  guidance  of  the  Tiger  teams  for  the  1060-61 
season. 

•  The  new  athletic  director  is  Richard  A.   Burrell, 

'38,  who  will  also  serve  as  football  assistant.  He  comes 
back  to  Hampden-Sydney  from  Woodberry  Forest, 
where  he  has  had  a  highly  successful  five  years  as 
football  coach.  During  the  previous  eight  years  he  had 
piled  up  an  outstanding  record  with  his  football  teams 
at  Highland  Springs  High  School,  winning  50  games, 
tying  five,  and  losing  only  20.  At  one  time  or  another 
lie  also  coached  every  other  sport  there.

The  Tigers  lost  their  first  meet  of  the  season  to  the 
Roanoke  College  Maroons,  921/,  to  29i/2.  The  high 
scorer  for  the  Tigers  was  dependable  Bill  Benson,  with 
1  1  points.  Benson  won  the  hundred  and  220-yard 
dashes,  and  placed  third  in  the  pole  vault.  Three  fresh- 
men. Carter  Zerbe  in  the  mile,  Bill  Caperton  in  the 
quarter  mile,  and  Lewis  Everette  in  the  pole  vault. 
took  second  places. 

After  losing  another  meet,  this  time  to  William  and 
Mary,  the  Tigers  crushed  rival  Randolph-Macon  75-46, 
as  freshman  Bill  Caperton  broke  the  school  record  in 
the  440-yard  dash  with  a  time  of  51.4  seconds.  He 
clipped  .1  second  off  the  old  record.  Tied  for  scoring 
honors  were  Walt  Chapman  and  Gil  Sayres  with  eleven 
points  each,  followed  closely  by  Bill  Benson  with  ten 
points.  The  Tigers  began  to  show  some  depth,  as  thir- 
teen participants  scored   for  the  Bengals. 
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In  their  next  outing  the  Tigers  losl  to  Washington 

and  I They  managed  a  tie  with  Lynchburg  College, 

with  an  undermanned  squad.  Walt.  Chapman  was  1h<' 
high  scorer  in  the  Lynchburg  meet  with  K'j  points. 
He  won  both  the  high  and  low  hurdles,  placed  second  in 
the  broad  jump  and  the  100-yard  dash,  and  ran  a  leg 
on  the  Tiger  mile  relay  team.  The  meet  with  Bridge- 
water,  scheduled  at  Death  Valley,  was  rained  out. 

In  the  Mason-Dixon  relays,  the  Tiger  thin-clads 
placed  in  four  events.  < t i  1  Sayres  won  the  high  jump 
with  a  leap  of  5'  10".  Lewis  Everette  took  third  in  the 
pole  vault,  jumping  11'  6".  The  Tiger  four-mile  relay 
team  of  Bill  Caperton,  Norton  Howe.  Phil  Miller,  and 
Carter  Zerbe  took  second  place,  and  the  Bengal  sprint 
medley  team  of  John  Graves,  Walter  Chapman,  Caper- 
ton,  and  Howe  brought  the  Tigers  another  third. 

The  Tigers  next  participated  in  the  dual  meet  with 
Norfolk  Division,  managing  to  win  only  two  events. 
Phil  Miller  won  the  two-mile  run  with  a  time  of  10:40. 
Norton  Howe  picked  up  the  other  Tiger  first  by  run- 
ning the  half-mile  in  "2:03.2. 

In  tlie  first  annual  Virginia  State  Intercollegiate 
Track  and  Field  Championship,  freshman  Bill  Caper- 
ton,  running  in  the  freshman  division,  set.  a  new  school 
record  in  winning  the  half-mile  run.  His  record  time 
was  1  :59.5,  seven-tenths  of  a  second  better  than  the  old 
school  record.  Walter  Chapman  and  Gil  Sayres  placed 
in  the  varsity  division. 

The  Tigers  tied  for  third  place  with  Bridgewater 
College  in  the  Mason-Dixon  Conference  meet.  In  win- 
ning the  880-yard  run.  Bill  Caperton  lowered  his  week- 
old  record  to  1 :59.3.  In  the  most  exciting  race  of  the 
day.  John  Craves  finished  fourth  in  the  440,  but  set  a 
new  school  record  of  •"><•. 7  seconds.  The  Tiger  mile  relay 
team  placed  third,  setting  a  new  school  record  of  3:25.7. 

In  the  Little  Eight  finals  at  Death  Valley,  Roanoke 
College  captured  first  place  in  all  hut  four  events.  The 
only  Bengal  to  win  an  event  was  Bill  Caperton.  running 
the  880  in  2:03.2.  Placing  in  different  events  were 
Walt  Chapman,  John  Craves.  Phil  Miller,  Norton  Howe. 
Carter  Zerbe,  and  Gil  Sayres. 


Tennis 

The  Tiger  tennis  team  opened  its  season  with  four 
straight  victories  over  Norfolk  Division,  Roanoke, 
Lynchburg,  and  the  I'niversity  of  Richmond.  The  team 
began  the  season  with  freshman  Pete  Hatcher  of  Rich- 
mond playing  in  the  number  one  position,  followed  by 
Wade  Saunders.  Jim  Patton,  Bill  Waters  (captain), 
Don  Edmunds,  ami  Bob  Henzmann.  This  order  was 
followed  closely  throughout  the  season.  On  a  road  trip 
to  the  north,  the  Bengals  dropped  their  first  match, 
losing  to  American  I'niversity  at  Washington  2-6.  They 
sought  vengeance  and  stomped  Towson  State  Teachers' 
College,  9-0.  The  next  match  was  with  Bridgewater.  and 
the  Tigers  triumphed  8-1,  Lynchburg  downed  the  Tigers 
2-;  the  following  day.  Three  victories  in  quick  succes- 
sion over  Ml.  Saint  Mary's.  Randolph-Macon,  and 
Bridgewater  raised  Tiger  prospects.  The  Bengals  closed 
out  the  season  with  two  losses,  one  to  Randolph-Macon 
(led  by  Wayne  Adams)  and  one  to  Washington  and 
Lee. 


This  season  was  the  first  winning  season  experienced 
by  the  net  men  in  several  years.  The  team  this  year 
had  great  depth,  which  earlier  teams  lacked.  Don  "Iron 
Mike"  Kdmunds  led  the  team  with  a  10-2  record.  One 
bright  spot  well  worth  noticing:  four  of  the  top  six 
positions  on  the  tennis  squad  are  held  by  freshmen! 
Next  year  should  lie  even  better  than  the  creditable  9-4 
record  rolled  up  by  the  Tiger  netmen  of  this  season. 


Golf 

Coach  Russell  Mac-Donald's  linksmen  rounded  out  an 
impressive  season  as  they  compiled  a  shining  7-1  record 
for  the  1960  season.  John  Gemmell  and  Charles  Fergu- 
son led  the  team  in  the  numbers  one  and  two  positions. 
The  other  four  positions  were  filled  by  Cary  Mayo, 
captain  Ike  Eisinger,  and  freshmen  Bobby  Bennett  and 
Knox  Hillman.  The  only  defeat  came  at  the  hands  of 
the  University  of  Richmond  on  the  Richmond  course. 
The  scores  for  the  regular  season  matches  were  as  fol- 
lows: MIT,  41/2-31/2;  VMI,  ?y2-iy2;  U.  of  R.,  3-6; 
Lynchburg  College.  6-2;  Roanoke  College.  9-0;  W  &  L. 
.1-4:  Norfolk  Division.  9-0;  and  Randolph-Macon,  61/)- 
2y2.  The  Bengal  linkers  captured  the  Little  Eight 
Championship  at  the  Cascades  Country  Club  in  Hot 
Springs.  Virginia,  with  Charles  Ferguson  slamming 
successive  rounds  of  82  and  7  7.  In  the  conference  match 
in  Baltimore,  the  Tigers  took  third  place,  behind  Lynch- 
burg College  and  American  University. 


Cross-Country   (1959) 

In  one  of  the  best  seasons  in  recent  years,  Coach  Mont 
Linkenauger's  cross-country  team  posted  a  record  of 
three  wins,  three  losses,  and  a  tie. 

The  team,  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  freshmen, 
won  meets  against  Lynchburg.  Randolph-Macon,  and 
Washington  and  Lee.  They  lost  to  William  and  Mary. 
Roanoke,  and  Bridgewater.  The  tie  was  with  Norfolk 
Division. 

Freshmen  Carter  Zerbe  and  Phil  Miller  provided  the 
standout  performances,  with  good  strength  being  sup- 
plied by  freshmen  Bill  Caperton  and  Ray  Woody  and 
sophomore  Ollie  King. 


Wrestling 

In  its  first  year  on  the  Hampden-Sydney  sports  pro- 
gram, the  wrestling  team  posted  a  respectable  two  win — 
\\\e  loss  record.  It  placed  fourth  in  the  Mason-Dixon 
tournament,  barely  missing  third  place  by  one  point.

Work  Begun  on  New  Library 

The  new  Hampden-Sydney  library  is  now  under  con- 
struction. Work  began  on  July  5,  following  the  award- 
ing of  the  contract  to  the  Mottlev  Construction  Com- 
pany of  Parmville  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  June  22. 
The  Mottlev  Company  submitted  a  low  hid  of  $295,850. 
When  fully  equipped,  cost  of  tin-  building  is  expected 
to  he  iii  the  neighborhood  of  $400,000. 

The  library  will  stand  in  the  grove  west  of  Johns 
Auditorium  and  across  the  Via  Sacra  from  the  present 
library,  which  will  lie  converted  into  a  dining  hall  and 
student  center. 

The  new  building  is  expected  to  he  completed  before 
tin'  beginning  of  the  1961-62  session.

Professor  Thomas  Edward  Gilmer,  '23,  head  of  the 
physics  department,  has  been  appointed  acting  presi- 
dent   dl'    Hampden-Sydney.    He    will    assume    his    new 


duties  August  31,  when  President  Joseph  C.  Robert's 
resignation  becomes  effective.  Dr.  Gilmer  will  serve  un- 
til a  permanent  president  is  named. 

After  graduation  from  Hampden-Sydney,  Dr.  Gilmer 
took  both  his  master's  and  doctor's  degrees  in  physics 
at  the  University  of  Virginia.  He  returned  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  as  a  teacher  in  1927.  In  19:54  he  became  head 
of  the  physics  department — a  department  recently  de- 
scribed in  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  as  "'one  of  the 
nation's  finest".  A  survey  published  last  November 
showed  that  Hampden-Sydney  ranked  first  in  the 
country  in  the  proportion  of  its  physics  majors  who 
went  on  to  doctorates  in  the  field.
